WASHINGTON. D. O March 8.—Gen. Nel- 
son A. Miles was called to the witness stand 
this morning by the défense in the star-route 


trial. He testified * in the summer of 
1876 he went into the Tongue River country. 


It was just after the Ouster massacre, and 


there were few white settlers there except 
army attachés, who established mail service. 
From twenty to sixty days were consumed 
in communicating with Washington. 

The witness remembered that John Dorsey, 
came to Fort Keogh before the Tongue River 
route was opened, thinking that a route 
might be established more direct than that 
proposed. Witness sentout an armed escort 
in the attempt to discover such route. 2 
attempt failed. however, and Dorsey re- 
turned to Bismarck. The witness described 
the obstacles to the establishment of a mail 
route, arising from hostile Indians. Some- 
times, he said, white men couid pass safely.

The court decided to let in the evidence in 
order to save time, to shorten the trial so as 
to bring it within the compass of the average 
lifetime.

CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM. 


THE COMMISSIONERS FEEL LIKE CATS IN A 
STRANGE GARRET. 


Wasmxdrox. D. C., March 8.—[Special.] 
—** They are walking about town seeing the 
sights.“ This is the statement which a 
Government official gave as to the action of 
the only two Civil-Service Commissioners 
who were here this morning—Dr. Gregory 
and Judge Thoman, This remark illustrates 
the homeless condition of the Civil-Service 
Commissioners. The commission was to 
have organized this morning, but Mr. Dor- 
man B. Eaton had not then arrived, and the 
Secretary of the Interior has not provided 
them with an abiding-piace. Applications to 
all departments of the Govermment for rooms. 
adapted to the purpose of the commission were 
answered with a statement that there were 
no rooms vacant, and Secretary Teller will 
be compelled to some of the $3,000 put at 
his disposal to find headquarters for the 
commission, Meanwhile the politicians are 
actively at work to see to it that the commis- 


‘sion shall have very little to do. The law 


will not go into effect until Jan. 15, and it 
will take a very industrious commis- 
sion. to discover any vacancies after 
that time in the offices to which the new law 
is to be applied.

A RE-ELECTION. 

Now that the Forty-seventh Congress has 
become a thing of the past, and the Thirty- 
eighth is a thing of the near future, it be- 
comes interesting to note how many of the 
former body will not sit with the latter. 
There are an unusually large number of such 
this year, atid many of those ‘who tailed 
failed for the best of reasons—the people 
wished to rebuke them.

BRADWELL-M’NALLY. 
CONCLUSIONS OF THE COMMITTEE. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 8&—[Special. ]—

of the ballots, etc., as stated in the deposi- 
tions, the sub-committee proceeding actord- 
ing to a set of rules laid down by the main 
committee; that the ballots, ete., were duly 
delivered to and kept by the County Clerk 
and his successor, and were examined only 
in his or their presence; that tne ballots, etc.,

time the Legislature will ever meet in Yank- 
ton. The Capital-Removal bill is now in the 
hands of the Governor, and will become a law. 
Yankton people cannot seem to fully under- 
stand how the naughty Legislature could. 
have done it. They cannot believe that it 
was done in the interest of the public, and it 
will take some time for them to see that 
Yankton will not be injured by the removal 
of the Capitol, while some new town ina 
booming section will be so greatly ben- 
efited that it will give a quar- 
ter section of land and $100,000 
for the capital buildings. Perhaps a big 
steal and jobbery will not be so apparent as 
has been represented. The members of the 
Legislature are anxious to get away, but it 
seems hard to close up the business, for new 
bills will come torward at the last moment. 
‘These are put upon final passage and gener- 
ally pass under suspension of the rules. 
Some of them, like the bill for the Agri- 
cultural College at Fargo, and the Reform 
School at Plankinton, call for the issuance 
of bonds. Many of these bills, however, are 
of a parely local character, and are 
usually measures heretofore overlooked. 
Bills are still introduced crea 
new companies, of which re 
have been over twenty-five passed, and which 
are in most cases named after members pf 
the Legislature. The Governor vetoed 
bill authorizing Deadwood to issue $100, 
of bonds in aid of the railroad. The veto 


was sustained. There are still pending Jin 
the Legislature several luportant sweastires, 
creating the office of Atto neral, pro- 


viding for a tax commission, and a law for 
organizing militia companies. The nomi- 
nations for the different officers and boards of 
trustees have not yet been sent in The Leg- 
islature wants to adjourn at noon, but mid- 
night seems more likely to be the time agreed 
upon.

Fairchild’s 
private secretary, was Adjutant-General un- 
der Govs. Washburn, Taylor, Ludington, 
and Smith, a term of eleven years, and 
since a year ago last December has 
been Clerk of the Hunuse Committee on 
Public Lands at Washington. He has 
always been one of the most prominent and 
active Republicans in Wisconsin, was city 
member of the Assembly in 1878, was prom- 
inently inentioned as the Repubiican candi- 
date for Congress in tlris district last sum- 
mer before the famous Monroe Convention, 
was Chairman of the Hazelton Congressional 
Committee, and from the beginning of the 
divided campaign was acknowledged as be- 
ing the only man whe could be accepted by 
both sides as a compromise candidate in case 
Hazelton and Keyes could both be crowded 
off the track. It transpires that Gen. 
Bryant really bought into the 
Morning Democrat on the first of 
January last, and kept the matter a secret 
until today, he having returned yesterday 
from Washington upon the conclusion of his 
labors on Thad Pounds’ Public Lands Com- 
mittee.

TELEPHONIC TRIUMPH. 


The Electricians Talk with Eech Other 
Between New York and Cleveland. 
CLEVELAND, O., March 8.— [Special. 

Late last night in the little office of the Postal 

Telegraph Company was performed one of 

the most interesting and at the same time 

most remarkable achievements in modern 
history. Electricians wondered when by 
the invention of the telephone. they were 
enabled to communicate between their offices 

and their homes. By later devices and im- 

provements they were able to talk between 

cities from fifty to seventy-five miles apart. 

The wonderful feat performed last night was 

the carrying on of a conversation be- 

tween Cleveland and New York. The 
wire of the Postal Company which 
had been leveled for several days 
by the fearfully severe sleet-storm raging in 

Central New York, was in excellent shape. 

By means of the switchboard the wire was 

switched first on to the Morse instrument 

and then on to the telepnone. The latter in- 
strument was the invention of Mr. Charles 

J. Dorrance, of New York, who manipulated 

its working in the Cleveland offiee. At the 

New York end of the wire Mr. Elisha Gray, 

of the Gray harmonie system: Mr. A. D. 

Hunt, a prominent Wall street broker and 

interested in the Dorrance telephone: and 

maby other prominent gentiomen.. Ar, 

C. H. Dunn, of the Gray harmaniec system, 

officiated at the Morse instrument, and gave 

the preliminary signals. ‘The experiment 
was principally intended to prove the possi- 
bility of talking fiom Cleveland to New 

York. This is a much more difficult task 

than in speaking from the metronolis to 

Cleveland, a fact.due to the fearfully heavy 

induction upon the wires running into New 

York City. An experiment had been made 

in the afternoon that substantiated tite possi- 

bility of speaking from New York to Cleve- 
land. The line was cut onto the telephone 
for about ten minutes. Mr. Durrance raised 
the ear-trumpet to his ear and distinctly

Hello, Charlie! How do you get me?” 

“Good!’ How are you?” 

All right.“ 0 

Newspaper-men talked over the wire, and 
could distinctly hear the words spoken in a 
still small voice. 

At no time were over five cell-batteries 
used, and at times but a single one. Dor- 
rance says the only improvement in his tele- 

hone is in the difference in the tension of 
iis transmitter. Four hundred words of 
legal matter were sent to New York in thir- 
teen seconds, and 300 returned in ten. An 
experiment in fast work was also tried, and, 
as a result, 1,235 words were sent in thirty 
seconds. The matter comes off the wheel in 
cdots and dashes, as from a gold and stock 
instrument, and is copled by a type-writer 
for delivery. 


Status of the Northwestern Company, 
Organized in Minneapolis. 

Boston, Mass., March 8.—[{Special.}—The 
Northwestern Telephone Company, organ- 
ized in Minneapolis yesterday, is composed 
wholly of New England capitalists and has 
acquired as territory not only Minneapolis 
and St. Paul, but the entire State of Minne- 
sota, nearly all of Dakota, and half a dozen 
counties in the State of Wisconsin. The 
company will confine its business exclusive- 
ly to the building of lines and maintenance 
of the system of exchanges’ now so 
well established in New England. The 
instruments in use at present are those of 
the Bell patent. but, if the People’s Tele- 
phone Company’s litigation is decided affirm- 
atively for that company, undoubtedly the 
superior Drawough instrument will be sub- 
stituted. Mr. Downs, the General Manager, 
will leave here for Minneapolis on Monday, 
where he will remain for about a fortnight 
organizing the exchanges on the same gen- 
eral plan as that maintained in Boston and 
other New England cities. It is not unlikely 
that two or three St. Paul and Minneapolis 
capitalists will be added to the Board of Di- 
rectors ina few days. The company now 
has about 1,700 stations, but the service has 
been unsatisfactory, on account of an 
sence of experienced management. This 
purchase makes a total of over 12,000 stations 
controlled by the combination, which is many 
times larger than any other telephone system 
in the United States. The trunk fines em- 
brace about 1,000 miles of wire, and more 
than twice this number of miles is repre- 
Sented in the local service in the various 
cities and towns. In the spring about 1,000 
miles of additional trunk lines will be built, 
and some fifty or sixty New England villages 
be added to the general system. The ¢om- 
bination includes now nearly all of, Massa- 
chusetts, the whole of the state Maine, 
Saratoga, Washington, and Warren Counties 
in New York, and nearly all of the States of 
Vermont and New Hampshire.

SELECTION OF JURIES IN COOK COUNTY. 


The bill proposed by prominent members 


| of the Chicago bar to provide for Commis- 


sioners to be appointed by the courts for thé 
selection of juries has been rejected by the 
Judiciary Committee of the Legislature, and 


It is not at all likely that it will be revived. 


The objection made to it was that it would 
impose a needless expense upon the counties 
outside of Cock, where the present system 
is satisfactory. But there is another and 
simpler way whereby the Legislature may 
come to the relief of Cook County without 
imposing either expense or embarrassment 
upon the other counties of the State. The 
way is to pass an amendment to the present 
jury law providing a special penalty for the 
neglect of duty by any County Commissioner 
who shall fail to satisfy himself that the 
jurors he names coinpiy with the qualifica- 
tions fixed by law. It will be an easy matter 
to keep a record on the jury-list of the Com- 
missioner responsible for each individual 
selection, and whenever the selection shall be 
found to have been made in violation of the 
law the penalty against the offending Com- 
missioner may be enforced by the court. 

Judge Tuley’s recent animated conversa- 
tion with Commissioner O'Neill on this sub- 
ject, which has been reported in Tux Tan- 
UNE, has. shed new light on the responsibil- 
ity of the Commissioners for the character of 
our petit juries: The Commissioners have 
been in the habit of striking off a few names 
hap-hazard on every page of the poll-books, 
and thus making up a jury list without auy 
information whatever as to the character or 
fitness of the persons selected. Commissioner 
O'Neill admitted this in his talk with Judge 
Tuley, and contended that it would be im- 
possibie for the. Commissioners to. inform 
themselves of the Individual fitness of the 
men they select. But Judge Taley referred 
to the law, and pointed out to O'Neill that it 
is his sworn duty as Commissioner to satisfy 
himself that the men he names fulfill the con- 
ditions of the law, and that if he cannot 
comply with this sworn duty he ought 
to resign. But Judge Tuley also pointed 
out that it is entirely practicable for the Com- 
missioners to select good men if they will 
spare a little of the time to this duty which 
is now bestowed upon haggling over con- 
tracts and offices. Ile estimates that 7,500 
jurors properly drawn will be sufficient to 
run the Cook County courts fora year. As 
there are fifteen Commissloners, this num- 
ber would require each Commissioner to 
select 500 men durthg the year. A very small 
amount of time, with the aid of the judges 
of election and the principal men of each dis- 
‘trict, would enable every Commissioner to 
convince himself of the fitness or unfitness of 
his selections. Judge Tuley suggested, and 
Commissioner. O'Neill admitted, that if a 
Commissioner were paid a salary of $20,000 a 
year for doing the service he would find the 
time and means to doit. But it is just as 
much the duty of the Commissioners at their 
present pay as if they received ten times as 
much; und it a heavy fiue be assessed for 
the non-performance of the duty the effect 
will be to assure the proper discharge of the 
duty with even more certainty than would 
follow an increase of salary.

be lodged in their hands, and the. County 
Commissioners will begin to take some in- 
terest in the selebtion of jurors when they 
know that neglect of the duty is likely to en- 
tail a severe penalty,

DORSEY’S VINDICATION OF BELFORD. 

Judge Wylie seems abundantly able to pro- 
tect the dignity of his court against all 
comers, His promptitude and vigor are 
Jacksonian, It is to be regretted that Dor- 
sey had not published his card to the coun- 
try” one day earlier, since ft would have 
saved Belford the trouble of making a scene 
in court. 

We do not think that a presumption of 
Belford’s guilt was raised in the minds 
of people generally by Rerdell’s testimony 
in regard to the J. B. B. check. There is 
probably some mistake about the check. 
While Rerdell doubtless thought the check 
was for Belford, for theré does not. appear 
to be any adequate motive to induce him to 
lie about it, he was undoubtedly mistaken as 
to its destination. Itis plain, however, that 
the star-route defense cannot afford to bring 
their check-stubs:into court, even to save an 
innocent man from the horrible suspicion of 


Rather than do this they leave Belfort no 
resource but to commit a contempt of court 
for the poor privilege of a heated denial. It 
looks, too, as if the contempt was prentedi- 
tated, since Mr. Dorsey’s able counsel must 
have known that Belford would not be per- 
mitted to testify as to a totally irrelevant 
point. The inferenee from all which is, and 
itis irresistibie, that the check-book stubs 
would reveal, beyond the shadow of a 
doubt, precisely what the prosecution are 
struggling to prove. 

But it is a relief to the country, as it is 
doubtless to Belford as well, to be assured by 
Dorsey that Rerdell’s “whole story {about 
the J. B. B. check) fs a vile, vicious, and 
cowardly falsehood, without a glimmer of 
truth upon which to build the mountain of 
perjury.” The points of similarity between 
Dorsey’s and Washington’s character are 80 
numerous and striking that the fidelity to 
truth of the former will at once be coneeded 
to be equal to that of the latter. It is a won- 
der that there has not been found in the 
youthful career of Dorsey a counterpart to 
the story of little George and his little 
hatchet. 

lt is scarcely necessary toremark that Dor- 
sey’s reputation for veracity is as good as— 
well, as good as that of Brady. Dorsey is so 
devoted to the truth that he is naturally in- 
dignant at its suppression in a court of jus- 
tice under any circumstances. His puresoul 
revolts at the spectacle presented in Judge | 
Wylie’s court of Rerdell being permitted to 
tell a lie and Judge Belford being denied the 
privilege of telling the truth. 

Some carping critic may say: “If Dorsey 
is so devoted to the truth why doesn’t he sur- 
render his check-stubs and let them speak 
the truth to the court and jury?” The ob- 
vious answer to this is, that the Government 
is persecuting Dorsey, spying into his private 
affairs. His address to the country on the 
subject of the J. B. B. check is not his first 
appeal to the American people for justice. 
He has several times told them in the most 
emphatic terms that he is as honest as 
George Washington was in his palmiest 
days of guileless childhood, when that noble 
patriot couldn’t tell a lie. Dorsey can’t tell 
a lie. Why doesn’t he submit his check- 
stubs to the inspection of court and jury, 
when? says the critic, who would not be 
satisfied even though one should rise from 
the dead and proclaim Dorsey’s innocence. 
Why, bless your suspicious soul, because Mr. 
Dorsey would rather tell what his checks 
were given for and to whom. they were 
given than show them. Isn't Mr. . Dor- 
sey’s word good? What better evi- 
dence of a person’s veracity can be 
had than an expression of red-hot 
indignation against a liar? And where can 
more indighation to the square inch be found 
against liars generally, and the liar Rerdell in 
particular, than bristles all over Dorsey’s card 
To the country”? Is the man who blasts 
the liar Rerdell with the most withering de- 
nunciation ot which words are capable to be 
suspected of being himself a liar? It may 
as well be understood once for all, however, 
that aman of honor like Dorsey does not 
produce his check-stubs in court, either for 
the benefit of his persecutors or for the bene- 
fit of Mr. J. B. Beliord.

These asse rtions are very inaceurate, to put 
the case mildly, in several important partic- | 
ulars. The then Mayor, observing his oath | 
of office, enforced the Sunday liquor ordi- 
nances of the city,as he found them, with 
fair success. These ordinances had been on 
the city statutes for more than twenty years, 
and his predecessors had likewise enforced 
them, more or less strictly, according to their 
own convictions of duty and the exigencies 
of their Administrations. The enforcement 
of the same was the more imperative under 
Mr. Medill’s administration because the city 
was overrunning with tens of thousands of 
strangers, mainly engaged in the work of re- 
constructing the city after the fire of 1871, 
which had almost destroyed it, and a loose 
rein would have resulted in horrible excess- 
es, as Subsequently proved to be the case un- 
der Mayor Colvin, But the then Mayor was 
not “defeated” nor “rebuked” for the 
discharge of his sworn duty. The enforce- 
ment of the Sunday-closing ordinance by the 
Mayor was not the issue in the election which 
E as Thi tae of the Staats- 
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do informed that there has been no warrant 
for this statement. Tux Tamoxx has ad vo- 
cated high license primarily for the million 
of revenue it would yield, which the city 
greatly needs, and incidentally on account of 
the re on of the evils of the liquor traffic 
‘it would bring about. The Staatse-Zeitung 
has admitted on more than one occasion that 
the saloons. in Chicago are. much more 
numerous than they ought to be, and oc- 
‘casionally has gtven its approval to the high- 
license theory. Tue Tripune has been as 
earnest and persistent as the Staats-Zettung 
itself in flahtme prohfbition as impractica- 
ble and as infringing upon ‘personal rights, 
Tun Tripune would also join the Staats- 
Zeitung in supporting a distinction between 
the sale of beer and wine alone and the sale 
of whisky and brandy, assessing the latter at 
least twice or even thrice as much as the 
former, if such a distinction could be main- 
tained in practice. But Mayor Harrison, 
Ald. Lawler, Cullerton, and all the repre- 
sentatives of the saloons insist that such a 
law would be evaded, and that whisky would 
be sold everywhere under authority of the 
beer tax: If the Stauts-Zeitung will point 
out the means for overcoming this serious 
objection Tun Trinunr will gladly advo- 
cate a much lower license for beer-saloons 
than for the whisky-saloons. What Tur 
TRIBUNE wants is a million of revenue from 
the iiquor-trafiic and a reduction of the pro- 
vaiiing evils attending the whisky business 
to the minimum consistent with the personal 
rights of citizens, and it believes high license 
to be a practicable means to that end, as it 
also believes that prvhibition is not. 

8. The Staats-Zettung further insinuates 
that the high-license movement is merely a 
“ prohibition movement,” and adds: No 
such game can win; if it makes the election

UNCONSTITUTIONAL TAXATION. 

Tux Turn has “rested ” for a week wait- 
ing for the high protective tariff crank of 
the Journal to produce its proofs that Wash- 
ington, Madison, and Garfield had indorsed 
the monstrous doctrine that the Constitution 
confers on Congress authority to confiscate 
the property of one citizen under the taxing 
power, and to give it as a bounty or gratuity 
to another, under the pretense that it was 
necessary in order to ‘protect’ him in car- 
rying on his private business; for that is 
what a high protective tariff does and 
meaus.“ 

The “crank” aforesaid fills up a couple 
of columns with extracts and comments 
from the sayings of Jackson, Clay, Adams, 
Hamilton, Franklin, and others, which are 
so far from covering the constitutional point 
in issue that, if it had the small-pox, none of 
the quotations would be in the slightest dan- 
ger of catching the infection. But now that 
we have got the Journal’s authorities for its 
indefensible position, we shall proceed to 
dispose of them at our leisure. 

The first it quotes is the following: 


George Washington, in his first message to 
Congress, declared that: 

The safety and interest ot the people re- 
quire that they st ould promote such manufact- 
ures as tend to render them independent of 
others for essential, particularly for military, 
supplies.“ 


This advice was given ninety-four years 
ago when there were no establishments in 
the new Nation for the manufacture of arnis 
or powder. ‘The Constitution enjoins on 
Congress to levy taxes to provide for the 
common defense,” and Washington’s recom- 
mendation was strictly in accordance there- 
with. But what he says lends no support 
whatever to the modern doctrine of levying 
taxes on the people to enrich special capital- 
ists at the expense of the people, which 
illegal exercise of the taxing power is cailed 
by the euphonious but deceptive name of 
“protection of American industry,” when it 
really means the plunder of the industry of 
the many for the benefit of the few. 

Has the Journal’s high-protective crank 
ever examined the tariffs that were enacted 
during Gen. Washington’s two terms of 
the Presidency? But we presume not, else 
he would never venture to refer to the Father 
of his Country as an advocate of a tariff for 
protection with incidental revenue. The 
average duties levied on imports by the first 
tariff were only eight and one-half. per cent. 
The first year’s imports under it, in 1791, 
were $52,200,000, and the revenue received 
was $4,209,478. It was a low revenue tariff, 
with equally low incidental protection. A 
supplementary bill in 1794 raised the average 
duties to 9 per cent. The imports of 1795 
were $69,756,268, which at 9 per cent revenue 
duty yielded $5,588,461 to the Treasury. In 
the last year of Washington’s Administra- 
tion, 1797, the tariff averaged 10 per cent; and, 
on $75,599,406 of importations of foreign 
goods, yielded $7,509,649 of revenue. Thus, 
Washington’s idea of a proper tariff when he 
began his Administration was one of 8g per 
cent, and at the end of his eight years’ service 
it was one of 10 per cent. 

Hamilton, whom the Journal absurdly 


| cites as supporting the prostitution of the

people, The language of the Constitution is 
as follows (Art. I., Sec. 8); 


The Congress * have power to lay and 
collect taxes. imposts, and 1 to 
pay the debt the common defense 
tind yencral weifare af the United 1 Beaten: ro 

uties, im posts, and excises shall uniform 
throughout the United States. 


The purpose of conferring this taxing 
power on Congress is to raise money: (1) to 
pay the debts of the United States; (2) to 
provide for the common defense; (3) and 
the general welfare. Common defense, 
„general welfare,“ paying debts,“ are the 
keynotes of these constitutional limitations 
ofthe taxing power of Congress. There is 
no shadow of authority given to levy taxes 
to enrich special capitalists at the expense 
of the people: and Washington, Hamilton, 
and the early Congresses never imagined 
that Congress possessed such a power—and 
they most certainly never attempted to ex- 


ercise it.

THE COEDUCATION QUESTION. 

A few weeks ago a petition signed by no 
less than 1,400 prominent men and women 
was sent to the Trustees @ Columbia Col- 
lege, New York, asking that women be al- 
lowed to enter its walls for purposes of 
study. President Barnard is a hearty be- 
liever in the coeducation of the sexes, but 
unfortunately the decision of the question is 
not left in his hands, but in those of the 
Trustees. As soon as they received the peti- 
tion they submitted it to a special committee 
consisting of the Rev. Dr. Morgan Dix, the 
Rev, Dr. Chambers, Dr. Agnew, Mr. Scherm- 
erhorn, and Mr. Townsend. Three of them, 
Dix, Chambers, and Schermerhorn, abso- 
lutely opposed the prayer of the petitioners, 
Agnew was non-commiittal, and Towns 
end in favor. The three opponents of the 
petitlon are frank enough to state the ground 
for their attitude, which in a few words is 
this—namely: that the sphere of woman is 
different from that of man, and that if she is 
educated with men and in the manner 
of men she will de wuftifitted for 
that sphere, while Dr. Dix goes still 
further and declares that. coeducation will 
result in moral evils growing out of the in- 
termingling of the sexes. Both these objec- 
tions have been made many times before, and 
they haye been answered many times, but 
they seem to have had an influence upon the 
Trustees, who a day or two since declared 
that it was inexpedient to educate the sexes 
together. 

In lieu of granting the prayer of the peti- 
tioners, they have offered a compromise to 
the effect that they are ready to take meas- 
ures to raise the standard of female educa- 
tion by proposing courses of study to be pur- 
sued outside ot the college’ but under its 
authority and with suitableacademic honors 
This is somewhat akin to the plan of the So- 
ciety for the Collegiate Instruction of Wom- 
en at Cambridge, familiarly known as the 
Harvard Annex, or, to state it accurately, 
the Trustees of Columbia have offered to the 
petitioners just what the Harvard Annex is 
now asking of that college. The Executive 
Committee of the annex made its annual 
report a few days ago, and from this report 
a very good idea of its nature may be de- 
rived. The Springfield (Mass.) Republican, 
in an abstract of it, says: 


The project grew out of the spontaneous de- 
mand of women for serious culture, so that first 
for some years women were admitted to many 
of the leotures, then a system of Harvard ex- 
aminanons for women was instituted, and then 
sundry women engaged in teaching had taken 
private lessons of some of the Professors, On 
these hints Arthur Gilman and his wife framed 
the notion of the annex; a number of women 
were interested, between 312.000 and $13,000 was 
ruised, a “curriculum” (that is, a course of 
study) arranged, following as clearly as possibje 
that of Harvard, uiring the same entrance 
examination, yet provided with elective courses, 
and closing with three different forms of certifi- 
cate, the highest corresponding to the A. B. de- 
gree. The managers say that the scheme has 
worked Mann gf and weil,” “the standard of 
work bas been bi gh—exce tionally so in a num- 
ber of instances ® *—the fessors have been 
very much interested, and the pupils have av- 
eraged in numbers thirty-five or forty. 


The managers of the annex now point but 
that the present arrangement is not a perma- 
nent one, and cannot be made so, and they 
ask therefore to have it officially connected 
with the university, and its affairs adminis- 
tered and its studies direeted by the same or- 
ganization. There is every prospect that 
this request will be granted, and that those 
who are in favor of the higher education ot 
woman will generously bear the expense 
until it becames self-supporting. ‘The scheme 
offered by the Trustees of Columbia, as 
will be seen, is substantially what Harvard 
isready to grant. There are likely to be, 
therefore, two colleges with the women en- 
tering at the side door. It will not be long 
before they will go in = front way like the 
other fellows.

the intention of the Holy Father. Given at 
the residence of the Congregation de Propa- 
ganda Fide, the above-mentioned day and 
year.

Resolutions of Respꝛet for the Dead 
Btatepman Adopted at a Public 
Meeting, 


ATLANTA, Ga., March 8,.—]Special. |—At 
no time in her history has Atlanta been so 
thronged with the people of Georgia as to- 
day, they being present for the purpose of 
paying the last tribute of respect to Alex- 
ander II. Stephens, whose remains were in- 
terred thls afternoon at Oakland Cemetery 
in the vault of the late Dayid G, Col ting, who 
was Secretary of State under Bullock. There 
were fully 50,000 people here from All por- 
tions of the State and from abroad. These 
visited the Senate Chamber during the morn- 
ing and viewed the remains. At 2 o’clock 
the casket containing: the body was removed 
to the Hall of Representatives, where 
the funeral service was held. The Rev. 
John Jones conducted the service, assisted 
by local and visiting ministers, The remains 
were then placed in a hearse and transferred 
to the cemetery for burial. The funeral was 
the largest ever witnessed in this city. Be- 
sides a long line of carriages, containing 
State, county, and city officials from all 
points of the State, fully 500 white and col- 
ored troops took part in the procession. All 
branches of the military service were repre- 
sented fully. The procession was two miles 
long. An interesting feature of the day was 
the memorial service in the hall of the House 
ot Representatives. The chamber was packed 
with the representatives of all classes 
from every section of the State. 
Senator Colquitt presided. Addresses 
were delivered by Toombs, Gen. 
Gordon, Justice of the Supreme Court Craw- 
ford, Senator Brown, Gen. Jackson, Cuarles 
C. Jones, and ex-Senator Miller. Most im- 
pressive and highly eulogistic resolutions 
commemorative of the life and character of 
the deceased were read and adopted by a ris- 
ing vote, after which the benediction was 
pronounced by Gen. Evans. The addresses 
delivered were beautiful and impressive, 
covering the political record of the deceased 
statesman, as well as to illustrate the. numer- 
ous virtues of his life. 

BOB TOOMBS’ SPEECH. 

At the conclusion of the address of Justice 
Crawford, Gen. Toombs, who has been a 
lifelong friend of the deceased, mounted the 
speaker’s stand. As he gazed around he 
flushed, trembled, and silently wept, cover- 
ing his face.. Aftera pause he began with 
broken utterances, and said; 

He who lies here is dearest to me and to all of 
the men, women, and children ia Georgia, 
from the accidents of life, the contiguity of 
birth-place, and similarity of taste. More of 
my life was spent with my illustrious friend 
thun any man living or dead. His life was an 
open book. He was more the child of bis coun- 
try than any man. He never counted ona day 
of bis lite for the last forty years, but, like a 
taithful soldier, whenever the roll was called his 
answer was. Here.“ His is one of te few im- 
mortal names not born to dle. When his light 
went out death bad the victory. It was no 
terror to him. He entered life at a most event- 
ful period of the world. His entrance ou pubiic 
life was marked by a great event. Our system 
of improvement was incomplete. There was a 
link ia the Ceatral & Georgia Road missing. The 
savages had it. 

Gov. Toombs then reviewed ‘the situation, 


and how the bill was passed which gave lite | 


and energy. Turning to the first election of 
Mr. Stephens to Congress, Gov. Toombs told

Whenonone great occasion he 
was deteated on the question of secession in the 
convention he accepted the result with his whole 
soul. if he had done notumg else mankind 
owes hima debt never to be paid for the posi- 
tion de took on the sovereignty of the 
States. His book is the text-book on the 
subject, and the English-speaking world is con- 
laid down init.

never chagrived. He had one guiding star, My 
Country. There was no condition on which you 
could bring him to despair of the Kepublic. He 
was too great to be moved when the potential 
voice of the people spoke. He was announced 
as an lodependent candidate in the Eighth Dis- 
trict when’ seven candidates were in the uheid. 
and he had no opposition. When the sun set he 
was always for his country in office or out. He 
said once: “I wish to write a book showing the 
principies on which Georgia justified her- 
self in asserting ber sovereign rights,“ and 
this was all done on a sick and 
what he thought a dying bed.

That indignation is natu- 
rally all the greater because, according to his 
statement to THe Trisune correspondent, 
his indictment is the outcome of a threat 
made some time ago to extort money. The 
first news, strange to say, ¢ame from Chi- 
cago, ina dispatch stating. that Mr: Crews 
was indicted Wednesday at Belleville upon 
a charge of obtaining $3,000 in money by a 
confidence game from Henry T. Abend, 
Cashier ot the Belleville Savings-Bank. The 
story spread, and was contirmed by later re- 
— which gave further details of the 
rouble. 


THE CHARGE. 

The indictment alleges that Mr. Crews, 
Sept. 19, 1881,in Belleville, did unlawfully 
and feloniously obtain trom Abend $3,000, 


belonging to Ignatius A. Day, by means and 


use of the confidence game, said money be- 
ing in eustody of Abend as the agent of 
Day. The second count charges that 
Crews at the e time unlawfully and fel- 
oniously o from Abend a draft on St. 
Louls for $1, the personal property of 
Day, said draft being in the custody of 
Abend as agent of Day, and by means and 
by use then and there of the confidence 
game. 

The penalty for the crime alleged is not 
less than one year nor more than ten years’ 
imprisonment in the penitentiary. 

EXPLANATION. 

To Tue Trmune correspondent Mr. 
Crews readilymave his version of the affair, 
adding that he had written to the State’s At- 
torney at Belleville the moment he heard of 
it, asking for a copy of the indictment, and 
notifying him that he desired a speedy trial 
as soon as the business of the House would 
permit him to leave Springfield. — 

His explanation of the matter was sub- 
stantially as follows: In the s ry of 1881 
he hypothecated wih Abend 8800 u notes, 
secured by a secofid mortgage of Morse & 
Co., of Mt. Vernon. He gave the notes to 
Abend at Mt. Vernon,and told him in the pres- 
ence of three witnesses that there was a prior 
mortgage for $3,000 oa the land, which is in 
Jefferson County, one mile from the Mount 
Vernon Udurt-House, and is valued at $8,000, 
He afterwards employed a Belleville banker 
by the name of Homyer to sell the notes on 
the market and realize the money for them. 
According to Crews, Homyer, without his 
knowledge, afterwards sold the notes to 
Abend for Day. In the meantime Crews 
had sent Homyer an abstract of the 

roperty, made by 8. C. Polk, of Mount 

fernon. Crews had not examined the 
abstract, and supposed it 
though, according to 
would now seem that the abstract did not 
show the prior mortgage. Crews maintains 
that he was simply an indorser on the notes. 
ABEND. 

Abend, claiming that he did not know 
at the time ot the prior mort- 
gage, recently demanded of him to put 
up additional security, threatening to 
indict him for swindling if he. didn't. Sub- 
sequently Abend went to Mt. Vernon and 
repeated the threat, adding that Crews’ repu- 
tation was such as a member of the is- 
lature that he could not afford to be indicted. 
Mr. Crews also showed the correspondent a 
letter from Abend, dated Belleville, Feb. 19, 
in which be says: Our grand jury is now 
in session, and if you don’t do something in 
the way of payine or securt tne claim of 
Mr. Day, with whose money i bought from 
you the Morse mortgage with a false and 
fraudulent abstract of title, which you — 
sented to me, 1 will present you before 
them.“ 

Since then Mr. Crews has heard nothing 
from Abend, but recognizes the indictment 
as his work. He insists that he and Abend 
discussed the question at the time—whether 
the land was good 1 for the 
two incumbrances—and that he brought 
in gentlemen who completely satisfied Abend 
on that point. .Having had the notes in his 
hands six months before he purchased them 
Crews insists that it comes with very ba 
grace from Abend to now say he knew noth- 
ing about them. 

COMMENT. 

The explanation is generally received with 
favor among the members of the Legislature, 
who look upon Abend’s little game as an at- 
tempt to extort money through a grand jury. 
A few. however, whose prejudices against 
Strattan in the recent Railroad- Commission 
fight seem to have been transferred bodily 
to Crews, refuse ta be persuaded. 

The Sheriff of St. Clair County sent @ppies 
here today directed to Sheriff Malone of this 
county, who waited upon Mr. Crews at his 
hotel this evening, Under the Constitution, 
of course, Mr. Crews can claim exemption 
from atrest while in attendance upon the 
session. Desiring a speedy trial, however, 
and confidently expecting a complete vindi- 
cation, he arranged with Sheriff Maloné to 
leave tomorrow for Belleville.

Just at that time Milt Lester, binke- 
man of the train, rushed into 
the car and one Of the fellows sent 
a bullet crashing into his skull. They then 
commenced an indiscriminate firing, and a 
scene of the wildest confusion and terror en- 
sued. The conductor had pulled the bell 
rope as he fell, and the train was slowing up. 
The robbers made a rush through the car, 
shouting to everybody to hold up their hands, 
but apparently making no attempt to 
rob anybody.

DEATH OF A VETERAN OF WATERLOO. 

' In~prianapouss, Ind., Maren &.—j{Special.]— 
Last night Daniel Woods, 4 scissors- grinder, one 
of the fixtures of the court- house square, and a 
most eccentric character, died, aged 105 years. 
He was born in Nova Scotia, in Jaguary, 1777. 
In his youth he went to Engiand, where he en- 
listed and served under the Duke of Wellmg- 
ton in his great campaigns. In speaking of his 
army experience he said: I was engaged in 
forty skirmishes and  batties, including 
the battle of Waterloo, but my regiment 
was one of the last to enter 
the conflict, and when we came upon the field 
we were first mistaken by Napoleon fora part 
of the reinforcements he was expecting. Our 
regiment and another were punisbed for delay 
in reaching the battiefield; but, being omitted 
in the distribution of medais for service at Wa- 
terloo when Napoleon was captured, he was 
given into our custody, and I was one of those 
who accompanied him to St. Helena. I re- 
mained there as a part of the guard until he 
died, spending in all fiVe years lacking 
fifteen days on the island. When 
Napoleon was buried 1 was one . of 
the squad that fired over his grave.“ Upon his 
returu to England he was dismissed from the 
service, and went back to Montreal, but after- 
ward participated in four battles under the 
British flag in Canada. Again leaving the army, 
he was installed as Captain of a neh com- 
pany, but the feeling was so strong against the 
organization that be was driven over the bor- 
der, and crossed from Canada to St. Albans, Vt. 
Later he yor in New York, Boston, and Pbhila- 
delphia. hen be came to Indianapolis it was 
with the intention of remaining here until he 
died. During bis service in the army be 
claimed to have received 132 sword ents and 
wounds, a sabre stab in one of bis eyes, and 
eleven pistol wounds or guno-shots. About his 
stand could always be seen emblems of the stars 
and stripes, showing his — to this country. 
He was the proud possessor of a temperance 
badge, presented him by Father Mathew. His 
ancestors were shert-iived, his father dying at 
the age of 45 years. To the last he retained 
possession of his mental faculties, and 
was daily at bis work until within 
a short time. Last summer he took 

an active os in the temperance work out- 
doors, speaking at public meetings. He leaves 
a wife in comfortable ciscumstances. N

Mr. Van Buren Onished his argument for the 
defense in the Dougherty case at 10:90 yester- 
day morning, and was succeeded by Mr. O'Brien, 
who spoke untji half-past 1 o’elock.

MR. MILLS

to the threeattorneys who had spoken for the 
defense, alluding particularly to the warning of 
Mr. O'Brien against the zealous and earnest elo- 
quence ot the State’s-Attorney, He then said: 

I have a right to be earnest. It is my duty 
to be zealous. The gentieman said 1 was ambi- 
tious. He was very correct. I admit ambition. 
And what worthy man bas no ambition? But 1 
ain gratified because of tho fact that my ambi- 
tion now te not for myself, but for the 600,000 
people interested bebind me. What giory is to 
come from the conviction of the ex-convict? 
What laureis could be placed on any lawyer's 
brow by the punishment. of this bad man? I 
solemnly say to you, gentlemen of the jury, that 
my whole effort is dictated by my devotion to 
the defense of the cause 1 tave defended. It 
bas been charged by a gentleman on the other 
side that the State'e- Attorney would be a 
party to a conspiracy to murder a 
man. Of what stuf does this Jearn- 
ed man think 1 am made, What 
have 1 done to justify this horrible insintation 
against the integrity of my purpose and the 
propriety of my conduct? Consider for a mo- 
ment all that is implied by the gentieman’s re- 
marks. A conspiracy to murder! A conspiracy 
of citizens! Murder by police officers and the 
State’s-Attorney! It is horrible,  horribie! 
Base. most base! Gentlemen, 1 am dere as 

‘our servant—a servant of this people. 1 am 

ere to see to it that justice is guaranteed. 1 
am here to ght crime, to oppose the criminal 
lawyer defending i, and, without yielding, to 
see to it that even the distinguished lawyer on 
the other side. who has beasted of having de- 
fended 400 men charged with murder, does not 
take from the people's territory of right one 
Single inch.“ 

r. Mills tnen reviewed, stép by step, the evi- 
dence furpished on both sides, and claimed that 
the State had clearly tixed the murder on 
Eugene Dougherty, and asked his conviction by 
the jury, and his punishment the extreme pen- 
alty of the law. 

he Judge read the instructions to the jury. 
and at bailf-past.5 the latter retired to consider 
their verdict. The crowd left the court-room, 
and Judge Williamson announced that be would 
be in court at 7 o'clock in case the jury agreed 
on a verdict at the time. Should they not have 
agreed then be would come again at 9 o'clock. 
Tne Judge was in his room at 7 o'clock, but the 
jury made no sign. At 9, however, the Bailiff 
brought word 

THEY WERE READY WITH A VERDICT. 
There were few people present besides the pris- 
oner's sister, Mrs. Slater, the counsel engaged in 
the case, and the reporters. Mrs. Siater looked 
pale and anxious, and just before the jury came 
in had to be taken out to Rrev ent her fainting. _ 

W ben the jury came in Mr. O Brien remarked, 
“ Dougherty is convicted. There is conviction in 
every juror’s face.” The Clerk read the ver- 
dict, as follows: “ We, the jury, find the de- 
fendant, Eugene Dougberty, guilty in the mat- 
ter and form as charged in the indictment, and 
fix his punishment in the penitentiary for his 
natural Ute.“ 

When the verdict was announced Mrs. Slater, 
who had been brought into court again, 
threw her arms about her brother's neck and 
cried, “My brother! Ob, my poor brother!” 
She kept repeating these words over and over, 
and was borne sobbing from the court- room. 
The prisoner's pale face betrayed no more emo- 
tion than it has at any time during the trial, and 
he looked as calm and as cool as though his sen- 
* was for a day or two, instead of for life. 

Mr, O’ Brien asked to have the jury poiled, and 


all agreed that the verdict was theirs. The coun- 


sel then moved for a new trial. 

Mr. Van Buren believes that the case will go 
to the Supreme Court on exceptions, and that a 
new trial will be granted to Dougberty.

After 
the above statement had been read, a depaty 
holding the paper. the Rev. Joseph Scott 
prayed. Loomis sat, pale, with closed eyes, 
and his lips moved evidently in prayer. Then

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COMMERCIAL, 


The leading produce markets were less active 
yesterday and generally irregular. The early 
tone was weak. Towards 11 o'clock the markets 
started up strong and ruled so till past moon, 
when they eased off a little, and closed rather 
tame. The trade expected lower prices and op- 
erated for them, but changed front when it was 
found that they were the only sellers. No one 
seemed abie to account for the increased 
strength, except on the ground that people bad 
sold too much the previous day and were afraid 
of gettiag left.

25c, closing 17%c higher, at $9,924 tor May. There 
was little vhange in the tone of foreign ad- 
vices, but the local bog*’market was firmer, and 
a good many people got the idea that the seli- 
ing of the previous day bad been overdone. It was 
said that there were several orders here for 
meats to ship to Southern points which packers 
nad declined to fill at the prices. Probably this 
started in a Milwaukee operator to buy 
short ribs speculatively, and fear .did the 
rest, other operators coming in as pur- 
chasers for all kinds of product, while there 
Was a regular climbing scene in the rib crowd.

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If one may trust the estimates of the Mark 
Lane Express—a very competent authority on 
the subject—the wheat crop of the United 
dom with this year be less than during any sea- 
son of the present century. Oniy about two- 
thirds of the usual acreage sewn with wheat has 
been planted this year, and, of the wheat sown, 
a very large proportion has been destroyed by 
the constant moisture to which it has been ex- 

For this reason the importations of 
wheat into Engiand during the next twelve 
months will be exceedingly large. The causes— 
excessive wet weather—which have produced 
such disastrous results in England bave also had 
their effect upon the wheat sown in some of the 
continental countries of Europe, though it is 
not likely that the loss there will be as large as 
in England. if, during the next six months, the 
weather in this country is favorabie, the farm- 
ers are likely to have an active demand for their 
grain, and hence experience one of the most 
prosperous years they have ever known. 

That is all true, but rather tardy. The latest 
advices by cable are to the eflect that those esti- 
mates were considerably exaggerated, the mis- 
chief being less than claimed. 

COMMERCE OF CHICAGO. 

The twenty-fifth annual report of the trade 
and commerce of this city by the /Secretary of 
the Board of Trade is just issued. It contains 
the official figures of the receipts and shipmeats 
of produce at this point, with other matter more 
especially interesting to the members of the 
organization.
